Professor Howard Crosby Butler has traveled extensively in Greece, Northern Africa, 
and Nearer Asia. In 1899- 1900 he organized and conducted the American 
Archaeological Expedition to Syria and is the author of "Architecture and Other 
Arts ", Part II of that expedition's publications. He organized and conducted the 
Princeton University Archaeological Expeditions to Syria in 1904, 190;, and 1909, 
and is the author of Division II of their publications, entitled "Architecture in 
Syria ". From February, 1910, until July, 1914, Professor Butler was director of 
the American excavations at Sardis in Asia Minor (see preliminary reports in 
American Journ. of Archaeology for 1910-1914). He has been professor of the 
history of architecture in Princeton University since 1906 and is now director of 
the School of Architecture in Princeton. 

Mr. Babcock is a lawyer and author of Washington, D. C, who has devoted himself to 
the history of early cartography and geography. He is the author of " Early Norse 
Visits to North America" (Smithsonian Misc. Colls., Vol. 59, No. 19, 1913); "The 
So-Called Mythical Islands of the Atlantic in Medieval Maps " {Scottish Geogr. Mag., 
Vol. 31 and 32, 1915 and 1916); "Atlantis, or Antillia" (Geogr. Ree., Vol. 3, 1917) ; 
"Markland, Otherwise Newfoundland" (ibid., Vol. 4, 1917); "Corvo, Our Nearest 
European Neighbor" (ibid., Vol. 5, 1918); "The Island of the Seven Cities" (ibid., 
Feb., 1919); "St. Brendan's Explorations and Islands" (ibid., July, 1919). 

Dr. Wissler is curator of anthropology at the American Museum of Natural History. 
His special field of investigation is the American Indian studied from the environ- 
mental point of view. Among his publications are: "Aboriginal Maize Culture 
as a Typical Culture-Complex" (Amer. Journ. of Sociology, 1916); "The Influence 
of the Horse in the Development of Plains Culture" (Amer. Anthropologist, 1914); 
"North American Indians of the Plains" (1912); "Material Cultures of the North 
American Indians" (191 5). He has recently gathered together his studies in an 
admirable handbook " The American Indian : An Introduction to the Anthropology 
of the New World" (1917), the geographical quality of which will shortly be com- 
mented on in these pages. 

Mr. Whitbeck is professor of geography and physiography at the University of Wis- 
consin. He was for eight years editor of the Journal of Geography. Professor 
Whitbeck is the author of "A Geography of New Jersey " (State Supplement to 
Tarr and McMurry's New Geographies, 1906); "The Geography and Industries 
of Wisconsin" (Wisconsin Geol.
